REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior arts of record Skemer (US PGPub: 2001/0044893 A1) and further in view of 
Kalavade et aL (hereinafter Kalavade US PGPub: 2003/0051041 A1) does not teach 
nor suggest in detail the features of independent claim 1 "in an IP network without a 
Simple Network Management Protocol (SNMP) agent"; furthermore Skemer and 
Kalavade fail to disclose "sending from the NAS communication loss detector agent a 
RADIUS stop accounting request to the RADIUS server for all sessions established by 
the at least one non responding NAS". 

2. Skemer discloses the use of "SNMP-based statistics collected by the IAD" as 
such Skemer describes a different network environment than that of claim 1 . Kalavade 
fails to overcome the deficiencies of Skemer, discussed above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
